"Knowing. Nature's Knowledge" 



\ The auditorium at Sanford University was filled 
to capacity. Guests were standing in the aisles to 
listen to this debate. Reporters from the two lead- 

L ing news syndicates of the country were also pres- 
ent. Professor Herman Gettler, exponent of Life 
according to Nature, was a big six footer. His 

| friendly brown eyes and engaging smile always 
made friends quickly.
